Troops Take Charge Of Prison After Prisoners At­

COLUMBUS, O., April 29. — Rifle fire today put an 
abrupt ending to a general jail break by mutinous convicts at 
Ohio State Penitentiah. Two hundred shots were fired. 
Prison guards and militia men poured most of their fire 
over the heads of the convicts to frighten them. 
Two convicts were wounded— one <o seriously 
die. 
The wounded are George Tonoff, who was sh 
right lung and is in a critical condition and J* well J 
was shot in the right leg. 
Several prison guards sustained minor

T h e follow ing graphic description 
of th e solar eclipse was written for 
Internat io nal News Service by an 
officer of th e United Slates air 
corps who made his observations 
while flying over Honey Lake at a 
height of 18,000 feet.

H O N E Y I*AKE, Cal., April 29.— 
While circling around over Honey 
Lake at an altitude of 18,400 feet, 
watching th e total sun eclipse, we 
observed a blat k shadow ap p ro ach ­ 
ing us slowly on the upper surface 
of th e clouds, 8,000 feet below us. 
This shadow was first seen fifty 
miles from us. 
T h e gre at band of black shadow's 
was 
very 
well 
defined 
with the 
ed ges of deep grey, very sharp. It 
ap pro ac hed us slowly, preceding to­ 
tality. 
T his was not th e shadow of the 
plane because th** plan** was clr- 
tlme and the shadow

The eclipse shadow was oval in 
shape, due to the slant with which 
this shadow struck the cloud s u r­ 
face.
